CVING DUKE CASH 
FROM JOBSEEKER 


Asserts He ‘Acted Only 


as Innocent Intermedi- 


ary’ in Collecting $450 
From Four Men. 


Hayes McCrady, city employe, 
admitted to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter last night that he acted as 
intermediary in collecting $450 
from four applicants for jobs on 
the Fire Department. and said he 
gave it to Alderman Edward L 
Duke, who was indicted Thursday 
on four charges of accepting 
bribes, 

McCrady, an inspector in the 
city paving department, previous- 
ly had refused to discuss the in- 
dictment, although he was named 
as the go-between in the testimony 
of the four job seekers before the 
grand jury. 

“I acted only as an innocent in- 
termediary,” said McCrady. 

He insisted he had nothing to 
do with arranging the payments, 
and said he persuaded Duke to re- 
fund the money to two of the men 
when he failed to obtain the jobs 
they sought to purchase, 

‘Tells of ng Notes. 

McCrady also disclosed that he 
signed three notes on which Duke 
borrowed about $1000 to finance his 
campaign in the city election April 
1, 1941. 

Asked if he had been called on 
to repay the $1000 as co-signer, 
McCrady replied, “Not yet, but I 
expect to. I guess I'll have to 
charge that up to experience.” 

The transactions with the pros- 
pective firemen took place shortly 
after Duke was elected, he re- 
lated. 

“All of a sudden,” he said, “these 
men came to my office and gave 
me the money.’ They told me what 
it was for, and said to give it to 
Duke. I met Duke shortly after 
that and gave him the money.” . 

McCrady said he received $125 


“from Arnold Zimmerer, now em- 


ployed as a machinist at the Mc- 
Quay-Norris division of the. small 
arms ammunition plant; $75 from 
Louis C. Ahivers, another employe 
at the ammunition plant, and “over 
$200” from Stanley Belsick, the 
only one of the four who did get a 
Fire Department job. 

Although he contended he never 
saw Ralph T. Holt, the fourth con- 
tributor, McCrady said he under- 
stood part of the money given him 
by Belsick was from Holt. In their 
grand jury testimony, Belsick said 
he paid $150 and Holt testified.he 
paid $100, “through a friend.” Zim- 
merer and Ahlvers testified they 
paid $125 and $75, respectively. 

Says Three, Called Him. 

“T had nothing to do with ar-

36 Killed in One Sinking. 

(1) Thirty-six persons met death 
aboard an American vessel sunk 
May 19, the biggest loss of life yet 
reported in the gulf attacks which 
began 18 days ago and which have 
caused the loss of nine ships and 
144 lives, with damage to other 
ships. 

Surviving seamen praised the 
pluck of ll-year-old Betty Lucille 
Downs and her 8-year-old brother, 
Ramond Downs Jr., of San An- 
tonio, Tex., who, with their par- 
ents, Mr. and Mrs. Ramond Downs, 
survived the sinking May 19 of 
this ship. 

Carl J. Leclere, on his way from 
the Canal Zone to see his mother, 
ill at Danby, Mo. (Jefferson Coun- 
ty), said he found Betty Lucille 
swimming in the darkness and 
with the Captain and first mate 
they tied together wreckage with 
an American flag and made a raft 
to which they all clung for more 
than 12 hours. 

Their ship sank in three minutes 

from the effects of three torpedoes 
fired simultaneously from two or 
more submarines at 2 a.m. There 
was no time to summon help or 
don lifebelts as the crew survivors 
said apparently the bottom of the 
ship blew up. 
' (2) An American ship was set 
afire instantly when it was tor- 
pedoed in the guif May 16. Listing 
and abandoned by the remainder 
of the crew after persons were 
burned to death, this vessel later 
righted itself and was towed in. 

In this sinking, the skipper, 
Costa Carlson of Houston, Tex., 
related how he, members of his 
crew. and three passengers were 
picked up by a Norwegian ship 
after 13 hours adrift in lifeboats, 

Carison said the U-boat surfaced 
and shelled his ship after a tor- 
pedo hit had been scored. He said 
John Nosk, 56-year-old Houston 
cook, clung to the ship through: 
the shelling along with Mercale 
Vazquez, messman, 45. 

He related that Nosk was not 
seen after the ship went down, but 
Vazquez was pulled from the water 
by the submarine’s prow and held 
there until rescued by fellow crew 
members in lifeboats. 

U-Boat Chief Aids Rescue. 

(3) When a small American mer- 
chant ship went down in the Carib- 
bean May 16, a U-boat commander 
dipped the nose of his craft to lift 
an injured seaman above water to 
allow his shipmates to save him, 
the captain of the ship that went 
down reported. The commander

The skipper told the story after 
he and 22 other crewmen and.

ARMY, NAVY. NEEDS 


They Believe Jesse Jones

AKRON, O., May 23 (AP).—You 
can forget about tires, golf balls, 
tennis balls, hot water bags and 
anything else made out of ruhber 
until at least 1944—because there 
is not going to be any. 

That is what the men who know 
~—men like Harvey Firestone Jr. of 
Firestone, Thornton G, Graham of 
Goodrich, P, W. Litchfield of Good- 
year and William O'Neil . of 
General — told correspondents on 
the war plant tour of the National 
Association: of Manufacturers. 

These industrialists know a lot 
more about rubber than anybody 
in Washington, and they held out 
not the slightest hope of relaxing 
any of the rubber restrictions for 
the rest of 1942 and all of 1943. 

But, they said, the whole rubber 
industry is going to make all of 
the tires, treads; insulating wire 
and anything else the Army. and 
Navy need. 

Secret. 


Allocations 

A great deal.of the facets and 
figures they gave are and must re-| 
main military secrets. If it was 
told how many. tona of crude rub- 
ber ‘have been allocated for usé as 
tires for armored cars.or treads for 
tanks in 1943, enemy agents might 
figure out how many of these 
weapons we are planning to pro- 
duce. 

The best that can be said is that 
most is going to help the United 
Nations fight the Axis,.and that 
the average American hasn’t a 
chance for a new set of tires or a 
dézen golf balls or even a child's 
balloon. , 

‘The story these top executives of 
the rubber business told is not a 
pleasant one. And anyone who 
heard it came away with the im- 
pression that in spite of all efforts 
in Washington and Akron to re- 
place natural rubber with synthetic 
rubber it is going to be a long job 
They also got the idea that Jesse 
Jones’ estimate of 800,000 tons of 
synthetic rubber for 1943 ig not 
only impossible but fantastic be- 
cause, as Harvey Firestone Jr. 
‘said, “it can’t be done in so short 
a time:” 

Difficulty on Plants. 

There are synthetic plants in op- 
eration and under ‘construction— 
where and how many must remain 
undisclosed. Plans also have been 
made to build plants for making: 
butadiene, the basic ingredient of 
synthetic rubber. a 

These executives said that steel, 
for which. airplane.manufacturers, 
tank manufacturers, gun  manu- 
facturers and shell manufacturers 
all-are crying, is the material they 
need most. to build these plants. 
They were asked: “Why build a 
butadiene plant without building a 
synthetic rubber plant to go along 
with it so that you can really 
turn out what you need?” And 
they said they could not answer it. 

Firestone said he believed the. 
time ig. coming when natural_rub- 
ber, under 1943 allocations, will be 
exhausted and there will not be 
enough synthetic rubber to supply 
ordinary civilian needs, outside of 
the fighting services. Then, he pre- 
dicted, there will be a “blank” 

riod, of indefinite duration, until 

he production of synthetic rubber 
is increased to meet the demand. . 

The best answer from conversa- 
tions with the rubber executives

INVADERS PRESS. 
CHINESE BACK ON 
45-MILE FRONT 


Mouth of Min Riyer 
Near Foochow — 31 
‘Warships Shell Defend- 
ers Along Coast.

The Japanese have occupied Chu- 
anshih Island at the mouth of the 
Min River below Foochow, in Fu- 
kien* Province, after the Chinese 
once chased them back to their 
ships and wiped out more than 


|half their landing force, the Chi- 


nese announced tonight. 

The. Japanese thus increased 
their threat to all China’s eastern 
seaboard while contending armies 
were locked in a bloody. struggle 
along a 45-mile front’ in Chékiang 
Province, adjoining Fukien on the 
north, 

The landing on Chuanshih 
made Wednesday under cover 
an intense naval and aerial bom- 
bardment after part of some 25,- 
000 Japanese troops attacking the 
Fukien coast under protection of 
10 warships had béen répulsed. 

The same day the Chinese re- 
pulged another attempt to put 
troops ashore on Pingtan Island, 
less than 20 miles to the south, 

The communique said 21 war- 
ships were shelling this island and 
Nanjisii Island to the south and 
that planes bombed Foochow and 
Mamoi, Min River port on. the 
mainland,. just across from Chuan- 


shih. 
Drive on Kinhwa. 

In Chekiang, on an arc extend- 
ing from the north to the east of 
Kinhwa, the Japanese. scored a 
35-mile advance with their right 
wing and were hammering hard 
with their left. 

Advancing from Tunglu, on the 
north side of the Chientang River, 
35 miles southwest of Hangchow, 
the Japanese were approaching 
Kienteh, about 30 miles north of 
Kinhwa, with the support of bomb- 
ing planes which attacked the de- 
fending forces in relays all day.

NAZIS SAY THEY ARE 
NOW ON OFFENSIVE 


BERLIN (from German broad- 
casts), May 23 (AP). — The high 
command declared today that Rus- 
sia’s great offensive against Khar- 
kov had been smashed and that 
the Germans, supported by Ru- 
manians and Hungarians, were 
counterattacking along the whole 
southern front. 

“Suffering the heaviest bloody 
and material losses, the. enemy 
was completely broken up,” the 
communique said. 

The Russian force commanded 
by Marshal Semyon Timoshenko 
was said to have numbered around 
400,000 effectives, including 20 in- 
fantry and three cavalry divisions 
and 15 armored brigades. The 
great battle—“hitherto defensive” 
—was joined May 12 by the Axis 
forces commanded by Field Mar- 
shal Gen. Fedor von Bock. 

Strong forces of planes were 
credited with helping the Germans 
shift to the offensive. The Ger- 
mans claimed 452 enemy aircraft 
were destroyed in a week ending 
May 21 at the loss of only 45 Ger- 
man planes. (The Vichy radio 
broadcast that the Nazi armies 
had hurled the Russians back to 
their original positions before 
Kharkov.) 

Northwest of Moscow on the 
Lake Ilmen front, the high com- 
mand said the Russians continued 
to attack stubbornly “with ‘heavy 
losses” and without success. 

German and Finnish successes 
were claimed in the far north 
region of Lapland. 

German planes were said to be 
inflicting heavy losses on the foe, 
raiding his rear and communica- 
tion lines. Vessels in the besieged 
Crimean port of Sevastopol were 
bombed, the Berlin radio said, 
and hits were scored on naval 
barracks. 

Elaborating this high command 
announcement, a semi - official 
statement published by the com- 
mentary Dienst Aus Deutschland 
said: 

“The initiative now is in German 
hands. . .. The second phase of 
the battle—German counterattacks 
aiming at encompassment and an- 
nihilation of the Soviet forces— 
now is in full swing.

Mrs. L. C. McLain Is Not So Sure About Its 
Tires but Thinks She ‘May Soon Give 
Other Drivers a Lift.’ 


The possibility of gasoline ration- 
ing this summer may be worrying 
most motorists, but it is of little 
concern to Mrs. L.‘C. McLain, 9 
Aberdeen place. | 

Mrs. McLain, whose memory 
goes back to the Civil War, doesn’t 
depend on gasoline for her motor- 
ing, but drives an ancient Detroit 
Electric—one of those carriage-like 
machines that looks like a rolling 
showcase, 

“The other members of my fam- 
ily have gasoline cars,” she said 
yesterday, “but I may be giving 
them all a lift soon if gasoline is 
rationed.” 

She learned to drive back in 1913, 
and was chauffeur for her husband, 
the late Dr. Liberty Crawford Me- 
Lain, who died in 1923. Her pres- 
ent machine, a 1928 model, is the 
fourth Mrs. McLain has owned, and 
she says she never intends to part 
with it.. There are three other elec- 
tric automobiles known to be in 
operation in and around St. Louis, 
but Mrs. McLain is the oldest wom- 
an driver known of hereabouts. 

“T’m ashamed of the looks of my 
car,” she said, “but I'm not ashamed 
of its performance.” She has a 
transformer in her back yard, and 
charges her own batteries, one to 
three times each week. The mia- 
chine, at full speed, will qake all 


of 25 miles an hour, but Mrs. Mc- 
Lain seldom operates it at this 
speed. 

She drives two or three tim 
each week, usually taking fou 
friends to their bridge club—an 
occasion that always attracts the 
interest of all children along her 
route, who marvel at her car’s ap- 
pearance, “It’s to them an Old 
Curiosity Shop on wheels,” she 
explained. | 

During her career as a driver, 
Mrs, McLain has dented a fender 
or two, but has never had a ser- 
ious aecident. She recently gave 
up night driving on the insistence 
of one of:her daughters, 

Although she is not worried 
about gasoline, Mrs. McLain is not 
so sure about tires. She has two 
new ones, but the others are a 
bit old, and she hopes to be able 
to get a new one or two. | 

Mrs. McLain has lived in St. 
Louis since 1900. She was born in 
London, but her family moved to 
America when she was a child. 
She was educated in New York at 
Rutgers Female College, and her 
proudest memory is of her gradu- 
ation in 1872 when she presented 
a bouquet shaped like a telegraph 
key, to Samuel F. B. Morse, in- 
ventor of the telegraph and a trus- 
tee of her school.

Also, Anderson wrote, the new 
schedule would improve the mo- 
rale of the teachers and increase 
their esprit de corps. He said it 
“will have the wholesome effect 
of keeping. good teachers satisfied 
to remain in the elementary 
schools.” 


In submitting its proposals to 
Anderson, the teachers’ council es- 
timated the revised schedule would 
increase the salary budget for the 
instruction department by the fol- 
lowing amounts: $38,000 the first 
year it goes into effect; $69,600 the 
second; $96,750 the third: $110,700 
the fourth, and $131,250 the fifth. 


Anderson described the increase 
as “adding during the next five 
years about $1 a pupil in average 
daily attendance to the annual ex- 
penditure of the school district.” 

Under Johnson's plan, the salary 
budget would be reduced by $235,-| 
000 in 15 years. The total appro- 
priation for instructional salaries 
is about $6,000,000, 


What Council Favors. 


The teachers’ council, composed 
of representatives of all branches 
of the teaching corps, has con- 
tended, in opposition to Johnson’s 
schedule, that no reductions in 
salaries should’ be made at this 
time, when costs of living are in- 
creasing. The council holds that 
too small a proportion of the school 
system’s budget is allotted for 
teachers’ salaries. 


There are in the public school 
system about 3000 teachers, almost 
two-thirds of them in the elemen- 
tary schools. Under the proposed 
schedule, principals of teachers’ 
colleges and the high schools will 
continue to receive a top salary of 
$6000 a year and the elementary 
schoo] principals a maximum of 
$5000. Johnson had proposed a 
$300 reduction in maximum sal- 
aries for all clasges of principals 
and directors, | 

Anderson’s salary recommenda- 
tions probably will be acted upon 
by the school board at its meetinx 
next month. The salary proposals 
have been closely followed by mem- 
bers of the board’s special commit- 
tee, headed by Hugo Wurdack, 
which was appointed to effect econ- 
omies in the school system.

cable statutes. ' 

His study was made to determine 
whether a kidnaping charge might 
not lie against Dowling, former 
secretary of the Bartenders’ Union, 
for luring Baker away from a plan- 
tation near Sikeston, Mo., and tak- 
ing him to Creve Coeur Lake, 
where Baker, Negro witness in the 
Isadore Londe bombing case, was 
shot and left for dead in an aban- 
doned roadhouse. 

“The law on kidnaping defines 
only two types, that for ransom 
and that to secrete and deprive the 
victim of his liberty. Neither ap- 
plies in this case,” Wallach said. 
“Baker was taken from Sikeston 
to be killed, and Dowling has been 
tried twice on an assault with in- 
tent to kill charge.” 

Limitation on the time in which 
a kidnaping charge may be filed 
is fixed by law at three years, 
Wallach added. Baker was shot 
on Nov. 18, 1938, 

Dowling, who served 16 months 
of a 30-year sentence imposed 
when he was convicted of the 
crime in March, 1940, was acquit- 
ted Thursday by a jury at Clayton 
where the *case was returned for 
retrial after the Missouri Supreme 
Court reversed an earlier affirma-

ordered that all construction of 
public amusement projects, such as 
race tracks, theaters and baseball 
parks, be stopped by June 6, and 
gave warning that “other kinds 
of non-essential construction ... 
may be halted by subsequent or- 
ders.” “ 

In many instances where work 
is halted by the Government, WPB 
will take immediate steps to re- 
quisition the materials and equip- 
ment left on the job, 

All construction gosting $5000 or 
more “which is primarily for the 
amusement of the public’—except 
children’s playgrounds—was dffect- 
ed by today’s stop order. The step 
was forecast last month when 
WPB clamped rigid controls on all 
new building construction and 
gave warning that projects under 
way would be studied carefully to 
determine whether the material 


could be used more effectively in 
the war effort. 

The board urged pefsons plan- 
ning non-essential construction 
projects to reconsider them befort 
applying to WPB for permission to 
build. cole 

“Most prospective builders are 
not considering their private proj- 
ects in the light of the need for 
material and equipment for war 
construction, and the possibility of 
deferring non-essential construc- 
tion until after the war,” the board 
commented. : 

“Many applicants request per- 
mission on the ground that they 
have on hand all necessary mate- 
rials. They fail, however, to real- 
ize that many of those materials 
are urgently needed for war proj- 
ects and that the employment of 
labor is also something which can- 
not be wasted on unnecessary 
building.”

The CIO, in reply, acknowl- 
edged a debt of gratitude to the 
miners but said the money never 
was intended as a loan to be re- 
paid in cash. It asked Lewis to 
pay the per capita tax his union 
owed. 

Others Denounced Lewis. 

Other CIO union leaders, mean- 
while, have denounced Lewis’ posi- 
tion and accused him of “sulking.” 
They say he would prefer another 
split in the labor movement to 
yielding the real leadership of the 
CIO. Lewis resigned the CIO 
presidency in 1940. He had pledged 
he would step out unless Wendell 
Willkie, who had his support, was 
elected President. . 

Lewis’ lieutenants in the mine 
workers have assailed Murray, and 
12 of them have resigned as CIO 
regional directors. They have de- 
manded that Murray repudiate the 
attacks of other CIO officers on 
Lewis. 

While the labor movement is 
conscious of an imminent break, 
the organic division would not 
necessarily develop next week. 
Some observers believe the miners 
will adopt the tactic of confirming 
Lewis’ course in withholding the 
per capita 4ax payments, The CIO 
convention next fall then would be 
faced with the condition of a de- 
linquent constituent union and 
would have to take the first. af- 
firmative action—suspension of the 
United Mine Workers.

new rates brought the income tax and sur- 
tax levy up to 19 shillings 6 pence out of 
each 20 shillings in the top slices of income 
—a rate of 97.5 per cent. The top rate in 
the United States is 81 per cent (77 per 
cent surtax plus the 4 per cent normal tax), 
which is applicable on income of more than 
five million dollars. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer, in pre- 
senting the 1941 British budget, estimated 


that for a person to enjoy a tax-free income 


of $20,000 a year, it would be necessary 
for him to have a gross income of $264,000— 
“and very few today,” he added, “have an 
income approaching that size.” 

At the same time that rates were raised 
last year in Britain, exemptions were #0 
reduced as to make an additional two mil- 
lion persons subject to the income tax. The 
Government explained that this action was 
taken not primarily- to obtain more revenue,’ 
but to reduce purchasing power and thus 
“avoid the ever-present dangers of infla- 
tion, which would affect most of all those 
with the lower incomes.” 

In connection with the cut in exemptions, 
the Government put into effect a modified 
form of the compulsory loan scheme advoe 
cated by the English economist, John May- 
nard Keynes, as an anti-inflationary meas- 
ure. It was provided that for any increases 


jin taxes,by reason of reductions in personal 


exemptions and earned-income allowances, 
the taxpayer should receive a credit in the 
Postoffice Savings Bank, entitling him to 
the return of the money after the war. The. 
‘maximum amount that could be entered .as 
-@ credit was fixed at $260. 

‘Two examples will show how: this: credit | 
provision works: A _ man with 45 shil-

lings ($9) a week paid no income tax in 
1940. The lowering of exemptions required 
him to pay two shillings (40 cents) a week 
to the Government-in 1941, and the whole 
of this was treated as a credit. The second 
example is that of a married man with two 
children and an earned income of $4000 
a year. His tax was increased from $844 
to $1204. Of the $360 increase, $192 be- 
came a credit for repayment after the war. 

Americans’ taxes to be paid in 1943 will 
be much heavier than those paid this year. 
In the income tax field the House Ways and 
Means Committee program is based on $500 
exemptions for single persons and $1200 for 
husbands and wives, a normal tax of 6 per 
cent instead of 4, and minimum surtax rates 
starting at double the present level of 6 per 
cent on the first $2000 of net income. 

Various compulsory savings plans have 
been urged for adoption in this country as a 
curb on inflation, but thus far the Govern- 
ment has preferred to rely on voluntary pur- 
chases of war bonds and stamps. Failure 
of the voluntary system to accomplish the 
desired end would bring on some form of 
enforced savings. 


Britain Puts Heavier Tax 

Load on Beer, Cigarettes. 

This year’s British budget put an addi- 
tional load on beer and cigarettes. A pint 
of beer, of a strength far under normal, now 
sells for 19 cents, of which 11 cents is ac- 
counted for by taxation. A pack of 20 or- 
dinary cigarettes brings 40 cents, of which 
28 cents goes for taxes, If a married man 
has a yearly income of $1200 and he and 
his wife drink a pint of beer each and smoke 
a pack of cigarettes between them a day, 15 
per cent of their income will be taken by 


‘ 


child, their income tax will run up the total 
of their tax bill to 24 per cent of the income. 
A worker with a wife and child and earning 
$12 a week escapes the income tax, but if 
he smokes 10 cigarettes and drinks a pint 
of beer a day he will pay the Government 
14 per cent of his earnings in taxation. 

We are headed in this country toward a 
tax revision that will cut sharply into the 
larger incomes and may broaden the tax 
base to an extent not far from the Brit- 
ish. If the base is not materially broadened, 
the alternative may be a general sales tax.

A desire to head off the sales tax was re- 
flected in the tentative decision of the House 
Ways and Means Committee, May 12, to 
favor a cut in the exemptions on individual 
incomes to $1200 for married persons and 
$6500 for single persons, from the present 
figures, respectively, of $1500 and $750. 


|Adoption of the $500 proposal would reduce 


the level of income tax Hability to a figure 
not far from the British $400. . The final 
form of the tax bill will not be known till 
late in the summer. 

Some idea of what is in store may be 
gained from an estimate of new taxes under 
recent Treasury surtax proposals, even when 
the present basic exemptions are left un- 
changed; a lowering of the exemptions would 
of course increase taxes all along the line.

That the battle: of keeping prices down 
in Canada is being waged successfully is 
shown by the fact that the cost of liviig in- 
creased only two-fifths uf 1 per cent in’ the 
six-month period from October, 1941, to 
April, 1942. In the 18-month period prior 
to October, 1941, the cost of living in Can- 
ada increased nearly 11 per cent. Prices 
recently have been kept down by subsidies 
paid to producers, chiefly on raw materials 
imported from the United States. It is hoped 
that price control in the United States will 
reduce the amount of subsidies being paid 
in Canada, 


Busy Educating People 
To Tremendous Task Ahead. 


To date, Canada’s Wartime Prices and 
Trade administrators and their staffs have 
been busy educating people to the trémen- 
dous task which lies ahead. They have im- 
parted the fundamentals of a new kind of 
thrift, via the newspaper, the radio and the 
public platform, to more than three million 
Canadian housewives. They have shown 125,- 
000 local retail merchants how to carry on 
during all-out war; they have also helped 
the producer and the wholesaler to gear 
their organizations to the handling of new 
problems of cost and distribution. 

From here on it is a matter of enforcing 
such teachings. 

Setting up the price control machine has 
meant partly breaking down the normal 
peacetime machine, diverting as much of 
its output as possible to support the war 
effort and discovering ways and means of 
getting along with what is left. 

Nothing, therefore, has been too small to 
escape the notice of these planners. Very 
early they found that straight price control 
was only part of their chore, so they organ- 
ized Simplified Practice, a department to 
deal with such matters as what articles to 
wrap and what not to wrap, cutting down 
deliveries, encouraging people to do as much 
of their own work as posible in order to 
free tradesmen for more vital jobs. 

The same reduction applies to variety in 
merchandise. “A year hence,” said Edgar 
G. Burton, Retail Trade Administrator, 
“many things may net be produced, There 
will be less choice. That, however, does not 
mean the lower priced stuff will be cut 
to the hurt of the people with the slender 
purse. Our duty is to see that the manu- 
facturer of, say, rubbers or garbage cans 
cuts down his 57 varieties to a dozen; that 
he does not make the 12 highest priced but 
that he makes a range selected from his full 
line.” 


Everything Is Stylish 

If Not So Many Styles. 

“Everything we sell today is stylish,” 
continued Burton, who, in peacetime, is man- 
ager of one of Canada’s largest departmen- 
tal stores. ‘Even a flannelette blanket has 
a colored rim. The kitchen sink has class. 
People are style-conscious, so style as such 
will nmemain, but some styles can be elim- 
inated.” — 

Elimination, in fact, is the keynote of this 
entire Canadian wartime economy. After 
two years of war, Canada is spending 200 
million dollars a month to prepare an army 
and supply badly needed materials. During 
this period buying power has increased 50 
per cent, employment 40 per cent. Includ- 
ing those serving in the three active services 
and the equally vita] merchant marine, more 
than a miliion more men and women are 
working than at the outbreak of hostilities: 
the Dominion’s annual wage bill has in- 
creased by a billion and a half.

Under the normal law of supply and de- 
mand prices might have zoomed and infla- 
tion resulted, accompanied by the same eco- 
nomic chaos that attended the explosion of 
currency in Europe following the last war; 
but such a thing cannot happen here and 
now, thanks to this system of control—in 
reality a 5-point blitz designed to stabilize 
living conditions during the critical perod. 

Curtailment of public spending by taxation 
and public borrowing‘ is the first point in 
the Dominion’s wartime financial strategy. 
Industrial priorities and rationing make up 
No. 2, freezing of wages and salaries No, 
3. No. 4 involves subsidies paid to supple- 
ment agricultural income and maintain «a 
supply of essential raw materials while hold- 
ing down retail or consumer’ prices, and No. 
5, the most important point, is called a price 
ceiling. 

There hasgbeen partial price control in 
Canada since the outbreak of war. To a 


limited degree, rentals, coal, milk, gas, sugar, 


timber, steel and other items—necessaries of 
life or essentials of the war supply—have 
been controlled. But by mid-summer, 1941, 
it became apparent that partial control was 
no longer sufficient. The official Canadian 
index revealed that during the first two 
years of war wholesale prices had risen 30 
per cent. Certain cases far exceeded that 
average, the wholesale cost of furs and hides 
rising 72 per cent, animal oils and fats, bad- 
ly needed for the making of explosives, near- 
ly 100 per cent. 


Donal Gordon Appointed 
By Premier Mackenzie King. 


Obviously something -had to be done, and 
quickly. So Canada’s Prime Minister, Wil- 
liam Lyon Mackenzie King, called on Finance 
Minister Ilsley, who set up the present price 
control organization with Donal Gordon, a 
vice-president of the Bank of Canada, as its 
head. 

Two courses faced Gordon and his aids— 
since dubbed the “Scots wha hae with Gor- 
don bled.” Theycould approach wholesalers 
and have them fix a price, allowing retail 
prices to adjust themselves accordingly, or 
begin at the other end. They chose the lat- 
ter course, freezing retail prices at a level 
reached between Sept. 15 and Oct. 11, and 
those became the ceiling. 

This may sound as simple as adding up & 
column of figures, but the job didn’t stop 
there. Maintaining such a ceiling is a task 
that keeps Gordon and his men on their 
toes 24 hours a day. Although headquar- 
ters is in Ottawa they are constantly jump- 
ing from point to point throughout Canada, 
conferring with regional directors. 

A large part of their job is working close- 
ly with producer, wholesaler and retailer, 
to make sure that each carries a fair share 
of the squeeze caused by mounting costs 
of raw material and, where it is deemed 
advisable, paying Government subsidies to 
the producers of such material. 

Chief purpose of these subsidies is to pre- 
vent piercing the ceiling set for the con- 
sumer, thereby upsetting his economic bal- 
loon and demoralizing the home front. Time 
was when, in the phrase of Napoleon, an 
army marched on its stomach, but that is no 
longer literally true. Today it marches on 
the efforts of every last worker left behind 
to tend the lathes and the grocery stores and 
the fields. These are the people who keep 
them marching, floating, flying.

As the men crawled through the 
wire to attack the dummy soldiers, 
troops with rifles and a machine 
gun fired live ammunition across 
the line of their advance, just a 
few feet in front of their heads. 


Next they dashed through a 
trench full of burning oil and then 
into and out of another filled with 
four or five feet of water, and 
with a sticky clay bottom, which 
clung to the feet like fly-paper. 
Then they charged through some 
woods, scaled a high sandbag para- 
pet, clambered over an eight-foot 
wooden stockade and found them- 
selves in front of a strongly wired 
enemy defensive position. Here 
they flopped down and opened a 
hot rifle fire with tracer bullets,* 
while their instructors shouted: 
“Make every bullet count.” Then 
came the final, yelling charge and 
the exercise was over. As you 
can imagine the men were pretty 
well winded and glad of the rest. 
So were the spectators, particular- 
ly for the momentary cessation of 
noise. Most of the students en- 
gaged were under 30 but there was 
one sergeant major who was more 
than 40. 


“Bullets and Bayonets.” 


Then we walked a little way 
across country to watch an assault 
exercise in which the students used 
live ammunition in their rifles, 
machine guns and light mortars. 
The men call it “Bullets and Bay- 
onets.” It is not so spectacular as 
the first exercise but there was 
plenty of noise and physical exer- 
tion. The instructors walked about 
behind the line of the attackers 
seeing that the gun sights were ac- 
curately adjusted and that the men 
were really firing at an enemy 
target and not just in the direction 
of the enemy’s fire. Students who 
needlessly exposed themselves got 
a good bawling-out and so did those 
who stayed in one position so long 
that their position would have been 
too well-established by the enemy. 
That job finished, we spectators, 
as did the troops, had a light “hav- 
ersack” lunch. Then we visited 
what is called “The Haunted 
House.” It was a picturesque, half- 
timbered cottage, standing back 
from the road in a pretty garden 
of vegetables and ffuit trees, It 
was supposéd to be occupied by 
some Germans and the students, 
armed with a Tommy gun and live 
ammunition, went through it one 
by one, with an instruction officer 
walking behind him.

EDINBURGH, May 23 (AP). 


RITISH Army commanders 
B of the home forces have 

been instructed to stop im- 
mediately, the use of strong 
language and attempts to pro- 
duce blood lust during battle 
training, Maj.

Heavy Officer Losses. ’ 

Col. Tolchenov states that losses 
of German officers, especially 
among their elite veteran divisions, 
have been exceptionally large, and 
says that “dismissals, false dis- 
eases and death at the front of 
experienced generals occupying 
leading posts in the German Army 
undoubtedly have weakened it. In 
their places Hitler has appointed 
higs-own officers from the §&.

“It ig true that Hitler has re- 
turned many of the dismissed gen- 
erals to the army, appointing them 
to other posts,” Col. Tolchenov 
continues, “but the crisis in the 
German Supreme Command could 
hot be liquidated by such measures. 
This crisis. has not only left its 
mark on the generals, who now 
feel uncertaifi about their posi- 
tion, but also has penetrated deep- 
ly into the officér-cadre, It is ob- 
vious that all these changes in 
the past 11 months have lowered 
the qualitative average of the Ger- 
man High Command.” 


Col. Tolchenov says few of the 
original officers remain with the 
German divisions which bore the 
brunt of the fighting last June 
‘to November. He adds that the

LTHOUGH Soviet military leaders do not underestimate the des- 
perate character of the blows the German armies must soon be ex- 
ected to strike along the eastern front, there is the growing con- 
viction that Hitler’s legions will find it much more difficult to maintain 
sustained offensives or counterattacks throughout the summer than 


promoted many non-coms to of- 
ficers’ posts. The change in re- 
quirements of military schools is 
reported to be most significant, 
with training courses for new of- 
ficers. reduced to six months, or 
even to only three months. 


After the long drain of incessant 
winter fighting Hitler also is 
feeling the pinch of lack of re- 
serves to replace the millions of 
casualties the Germans have suf- 
fered. As with its officers, Ger- 
many lost the elite of its veteran 
soldiers last year. Tolchenoy de- 
clares, “during the first two 
months of the war the Red Army 
routed 12 tank, 37 infantry, eight 
motorized and three 8S. S. di- 
visons.” With them went a vast 
number of troops, which were Hit- 
ler’s best both physically and pro- 
fessionally. 


Soviet intelligence reports that 
the new German divisions are 
weaker in numbers and that there 
are mary units consisting of men 
35 to 40 years old. The majority 
of the privates in the 430th Infan- 
try Division average 35 years, it 
is said, while the 403d Infantry Di- 
vision has only two infantry regi- 
ments. The quality of the re- 
serves is generally lower and many 
poorly-trained factory workers are 
among those recently mobilized. 


Air Corps Shortage. 

Seventy-five of the recently cap- 
tured German pilots are said to 
have been three months or less in 
Russia—testimony. which tends to 
corroborate other reports of a 
growing Nazi shortage in trained 
air crews. 


German prisoners, particularly 
officers, have lost the arrogance 
and cocksureness which character- 
ized those captured in the first 
months of the war. Self-assurance 
has been sharply deflated in recent 
months, and it seems significant 
that more German officers are 
surrendering with groups of their 
soldiers than ever before. 

Col. Tolchenoy reveals the names 
of a number of German high com- 
manders who have been killed in 
action in Russia, listing them as 
among scores of Nazi generals who 
met the same fate.

IN BULGE OF CHINA

VEN without the spur provided 
~ by Gen, Doolittle and his men, 
Japan’s mop-up campaign in 
China has seemed the most logical 
Nipponese move once China’s Bur- 
ma road was closed. 

The possibility of air attacks on 
Japan from bases in the great 
eastern bulge of China was too 
obvious to be ignored. The bombs 
Doolittle’s planes spattered on Jap- 
anese cities merely made that dan- 
ger more immediate than Tokyo 
had anticipated, 

Yet, by Chinese estimates of the’ 
size of Japanese ground forces en- 
gaged, the China clean-up cam- 
paign represents a relatively small 
troop concentration compared with 
the size of the job in hand. There 
is no reason for Chinese spokes- 
men to minimize the Japanese 
strength; quite the contrary. They 
are urgently asking more Anglo- 
American help. 

Yet available Chungking advices 
place the aggregate force involved 
in the four-pronged Japanese of- 
fensive in China’s Eastern prov- 
inces at less than 150,000 men. And 
with that force, supported by a 
relatively heavy air power concen- 
tration, the Japanese appear to be 
setting out to complete a job of 
breaking Chinese resistance or at 
least to sweep the Chinese back far 
enough to safeguard Japan, For- 
mosa and vital China Sea traffic 
from air attack. 

Vast Area Involved. 7 

. It is quite an undertaking in a 
geographical sense alone. The 
coastal and hinterland provinces of 
China in the eastern bulge south 
of Shanghai represent an enor- 
mous sweep of territory. 


The greatest threat implied in 
American bombing of Japanese 
cities, assuming that Doolittle’s 
planes took off from China (as 
the Japanese seem to think) is to 
Formosa, a target the American 
flyers passed by. It lies in the 
China Sea just across narrow For- 
mosa Strait from the southeastern 
bend of the Chinese mainland coast. 

Changsha, deep in the heart of 
the Chinese eastern bulge and 
scene of Japan’s most recent set- 
back, is not much more than 600 
air miles from Formosa. That 
island nerve center of the whole 
southward push of the Japanese is 
reachable by air from almost any 
part of the mainland provinces 
west of it. 


Foochow as Allied Base. 

Japanese landing operations be- 
low Foochow to attack that city 
clearly represent Japanese concern 
over the vulnerability of Formosa. 
Foochow is only 250 miles from 
‘the northwestern tip of Formosa, 
400 miles from the extreme south- 
eastern tongue of the big island, 
which Japan took in the first Chi- 
nese-Japanese war. Chungking re- 
ported that more than half of the 
Japanese invasion force which 
landed below Foochow had been 
wiped out, but the Chinese did not 
say the threat had been elimi- 
nated. , 

Formosa is both heavily manned 
and deeply fortified, The nearness 
of Chinese mainland positions still 
in Chinese hands represented no 
serious threat to that base or the 
China Sea war traffic it protects 
until American air power became 
a factor in the war. China did not 
have the means to blast at it,

All agreed that the main source 
of Hitler’s power was the fear of 
what would happen to Germany 
after defeat. 


“We have to try,” said an im- 
portant shipping man, “to secure 
a stalemate somehow; otherwise 
there is no future for Germany.” 


He found many appalled at the 
volume of terror the Nazi regime 
required for its support. They 
knew it would breed hate and re- 
vengée; but they insisted it was as 
much as their life was worth to 
venture upon criticism, Few of the 
leaders were any longer respected; 
Goebbels particularly was loathed 
and his propaganda no longer in- 
spired any enthusiasm. He ex- 
cluded Hitler from this category. 
Though very few whispered he was 
a mad fanatic who would ruin Ger- 
many for a century—they were 
mostly working men—most people 
said he had at. least dreamed an 
immense dream which it was be- 
yond the resources of Germany to 
accomplish. 

Nazi Party Corruption. 

My friend found great fear of 
the Russians, of whose toughness 
as fighters everyone had tales to 
tell; and he was deeply impressed 
at the influence of the R. A. F. 
raids. Envy of the British, he 
thought, was still profound. One 
big figure in the heavy industries 
asked why nations rallied to “a de- 
caying people like the British” 
when they could get so much more 
from a world organized by German 
science and skill, My friend sug- 
gested that British respect for free- 
dom was the secret. The metal- 
lurgist hesitated for a moment and 
said, “If that’s the secret, we have 
still to discover it.” 


Of 14 leading business men my 
friend spoke with, nine admitted 
privately that they listened to non- 
German radio broadcasts. Eight 
complained, even to the point of 
bitterness, of the corruption in the 
Nazi party; six were emphatic that 
there was evidence of serious de- 
terioration in the standards of the 
younger technicians. 

Older men in all classes were 
dismayed at the habits of young 
Nazis. They were either, they 
said, ruthless fanatics to whom no 
one mattered but members of the 
party, or callous cynics to whom 
their own careers alone were im- 
portant. To both categories, my 
friend was told, life presented itdeit 
as simply a brutal struggle for 
power; and, apart from “Mein 
Kampf,” the more intellectual of 
the younger party members told 
him that the greatest writer of 
modern times was Machiavelli. 

There was immense pride in the 
achievements of the German Army; 
the younger generation especially 
thought that, whatever the out- 
come of the war, it had written a 
supreme page of world history. 
The depth of the terror abroad was 
largely discounted; war can’t be 
waged with kid gloves. He thought 
anti-Semitism was on the decline; 
the very scale of the persecution 
made the myth that the Jews 
caused all evil more difficult to 
believe. 

To some extent, he thought, there 
was hatred of Americans, especial- 
ly President Roosevelt. He had 
“imposed” the war upon an “un- 
willing people;” and he had, ever 
since 1939, been “in conspiracy with 
Churchill.” 


‘Intervention’ Resented. 

My friend was asked eagerly for 
information about Lindbergh, Sen- 
ator Wheeler and “ongressman 
Fish; he was told they represented 
the main bulk of “decent Ameri- 
can opinion.” What critics of 
America especially resented was its 
“intervention” in the European 
struggle.

Most of his discussions on the 
future significantly began with the 
postulate of German defeat. He 
was told that the only real victor 
in that event would be either Rus- 
sia or America; Europe offered no 
hope, There would be anarchy and 
revolution for a generation; their 
only satisfaction, they told him, 
was that even victory meant ruin 
for Britain. 

My friend found, however, among 
the older men a good deal of ad- 
miration for the fight Great Britain 
had put up between the fall of 
France and the entry of Russia 
into the war. After the French 
surrender everyone thought that a 
British collapse was a matter of 
days or at most of weeks; and 
even mien in the inner circle con- 
fessed to him that they then be- 
lieved Churchill was allaying sur- 
render simply on the grounds of 
prestige. 

He thought the legend of British 
decadence had been spread widely 
through the influence of Ribben- 
trop (Nazi Foreign Minister Joa- 
chim von Ribbentrop); at one din- 
ner he heard listed the names of 
English politicians and aristocrats 
who, it was avowed, had told Rib- 
bentrop that there were no circum- 
stances in which Britain would 
fight. . 

My friend was amazed at the 
deep dislikes between one ruling 
circle and another. Civil servants 
and the Army disliked the party; 
the party disliked the business 
men; the business men complained 
that neither the Army nor the 
party understood the problems of 
business men. 


Held Together by Fear. 

He thought the great bond of 
union among these ruling cliques 
was fear—fear of the Allies, fear 
of the masses, fear of the future 
which was now clothed in shadow. 
All were confident that the only 
alternative to their defeat was 
Socialism, though all were equally 
convinced that it would mean 
heavy civil war to establish it. 

For the Italians, German con- 
tempt was universal, and tales to 
discredit Mussolini and Ciano 
were legion. But there was deep 
contempt for all the allies of Ger- 
Many except Japan, for whom 
there was admiration mingled with 
suspicion. Few people showed 
any interest in either the fate 
or future of France; and those who 
fawned on Hitler there seemed to 
arouse no feeling but indifference. 

It seemed generally accepted 
that France could never again be- 
come a first-class power; there 
was a section of opinion in every 
class which hailed this with sat- 
isfaction as legitimafe revenge for 
the humiliations of Versailles, 

Everyone asked my friend when 
he thougl# the war would end, and 
everyone expressed horror at the 
idea of an invasion, especially by 
the Russians, of German soil. One 
of the main fears of a prolonged 
war was the scale of the air at- 
tack to which German cities would 
be exposed; and he detected a 
nervousness at this prospect which 
was sharpened by acid references 
to Goering’s assurances that no 
German city would be bombed. 

Many people asked about the 
fate of Hess; and few seemed to 
think that Hitler and the party 
would abdicate before making a 
last tremendous gamble for vic- 
tory. 

It was only when he left Ger 
many that my friend realized that 
only the working-class Germans 
to whom he had spoken had. ut- 
tered any word of pity for the 
occupied countries, 


either an early knockout of Chi- 
nese armies or elimination of the 
bombing threat from Chinese bases 
is improbable, And unless Japan 
is prepared to face the dangers of 
an extended lull on the New 
Guinea-Australian front, where 
American attack power is growing, 
it cannot throw its full weight 
against China.

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Australian Tells How 


They Could Hear Ger- 
mans on Ground Giving 
Orders by Radio.

SOMEWHERE IN AUSTRALIA, 
May 23.—“Only one thing was con- 
stant in the battle between Ger- 
man parachutists and ourselves for 
possession of Malemi Airdrome,” 
said an Australian officer who took 
a leading part in the defense of 
Crete. “That was the sound of 
bells.” 

Only a few hundred yards west- 
ward of the red patch of dust we 
called Malemi was a monastery 
named Mongonia. It was built sol- 
idly like a fortress. From the 
field, the monks could often be 
geen moving about outside with 
their tall stovepipe hats, stroking 
their beards as they walked and 
murmured their meditations. 

“As the Messerschmitts and 
Stukas began to rain-bombs on us, 
parachutists floated down and the 
still unsunk British cruisers in 
Suda Bay threw shells on the Nazi 

utists, the monks disap- 
peared behind the ramparts of the 
cloister. But the chimes remained 
constant. Each time we heard 
them we asked ourselves whether 
we would live to hear them the 
next time. \ 

“The bells went on pealing every 
day and i night, 
through three days of fighting dur- 
ing which we not only battled the 
parachutists, but watched the Ger- 


‘man invasion convoy wiped out by 
our . destroyers. 


Even before the 
screams of the sinking Germans, 
the bark of guns and the blast of 
bombs, the bells of Mongonia Mon- 
astery went on chiming. I suppose 
they are still chiming today.” 

Size of Defending Force. 

The officer was attached to the 
anti-aircraft unit defending Ma- 
lemi, which consisted of four 40- 
mm, Bofors guns, manned by Eng- 
lish troops, and six of the same 
caliber, served by Australian gun- 
ners. A brigade of three shrunken 
battalions of New Zealanders and 
Maoris was the force defending 
Malemi against land attack. 

In dispatches describing an iso- 
lated English-Greek nurse, the 
heroine of the Seventh General 
Hospital on the shore between 
Suda Bay and Malemi, it told, 10 
months ago, how Nazi planes care- 
fully reconnoitered and intensively 
photographed every inch of ground 
beforehand. The officer now con- 
firmed the carefulness of the Ger- 
man preparation, saying: 

“Almost every chutist had a small 
map case showing in a three-di- 
mensional full drawing, relief and 
profile, what he would see on land- 

ing. Therefore, he was able to 
orient himself immediately for at- 
tack. 

“During the 10-day period when 
they tried to bomb us into submis- 
sion, I saw one of the most gal- 
lant deeds I ever hope to witness. 
Eighty Messerschmitt-109s, which 

are fighters as well as bombers, 
Came over. The whole remaining 

consisting of 
‘three Hurricanes and two Gladi- 
_ator biplanes, went up to challenge 
them. There could be but one re- 
‘sult, but it was gallant beyond de- 
scription.” 

The little force of Anzac defend- 
, ers had almost no intimation that 
the invasion was coming except 
the general warning that “some- 
thing is expected.” The customary 
morning - bombing by Messer- 
schmitt-109s, which probably came

Partially Lifted 


KANSAS CITY, May 23 (AP).— 
Faculty representatives of the Big 
Six Conference voted this after- 
noon against immediate freshman 
participation in varsity athletics, 
but made a limited revision in ex- 
isting academic requirements, 
which would make sécond semes- 
ter frehsmen competition possible, 

The group voted to permit im- 
mediate varsity competition for 
junior college students who trans- 
fer to Big Six institutions with 45 
credit hours, 

The new standards adopted at 
the meeting does away with the 
present requirements for residente 
of a full calendar and academic 
year, and reduces the number of 
credit hours required per semes- 
ter from 27 to 24. 

The abolition of the full year in 
residence makes it possible for 
freshmen athletes who enrolled for 
the second semester this year to be 
eligible for varsity football this 
fall if they complete the hour re- 
quirement in summer school ses- 
sions.

One of the German espionage 
groups in America was headed by 
Kurt Frederick Ludwig, under con- 
tinuous surveillance since Januafy, 
1941. He had assumed leadership 
of the gang two months after the 
FBI first placed him on the 
suspect list when Ulrich von der 
Osten, a Nazi army intelligence of- 
ficer, died from injuries suffered 
when struck by a taxicab in New 
York City. At the time of the ac-. 
cident, unaware that he was 
watched by Government agents, 
Ludwig seized Von der Osten’s 
black brief case and vanished 
(save from the watchful eye of the 
FBI) into the crowd. One by 
one the members of the group un- 


many most of his Hfe, but had 
resided in the United States since 
1940, posing as a salesman, al- 
though actually he was a full- 
time, handsomely . compensated 
‘Nazi spy. The group included a 
Long Island housewife, whose 
home was used as a meeting place 
and who was preparing to rejoin 
her husband in Germany when ar- 
rested after committing to mem- 
ory facts concerning the United 
States big bomber, the B-19. She 
also recruited assistants from gym- 
nastic classes at a turnverein and 
a German script school run by the 
Bund. 


Among them was Lucy Boehmler, 
Ludwig’s 18-year-old German-born 
gecre , whose duties included 
obtaining information from _ sol- 
diers on leave. Another man had 
access to ship sailings; still an- 
other was a machinist who helped 
collect production figures; there 
also was Private Rene C. Froeh- 
lich, who was paid to pass impor-

He 
was no stranger to the FBI. 

Borchardt, it had been learned, 
had entered the United States in 
1940, passing as a Jewish refugee 
after having spent 16 days in the 
Nazi Siberia of Dachau, intern- 
ment camp, and then had been in 


release and maneuvered his es- 
cape from his persecitors. It was 
reported he had offered. himself 
to the United States Army Intel- 
ligence! He, himself, had related 
that he had lost his professional 
job in 1933 because he was non- 
Aryan. He applied for citizenship 
within a week of his arrival; a 
distant relative employed in United 
States Government service, was of 
unquestionable loyalty; another 
close relative, also beyond suspi- 
cion, was a naturalized citizen. 
This record would satisfy anyone— 
anyone except the FBI. | 


Contirming the inquiry, the Fed- 
eral’ agents determined that al- 
though Borchardt lived in a+$5-a- 
week room, he paid $1 for each 
breakfast. It was also learned that 
he had been a student of economy, 
colonial science and English at 
the Universities of Berlin, Ham- 
burg, Burssels and London; that 


he had been sent to Africa in 1912 


by the German Government on a 


photography and flying, qualifying 
as military observer. 

He mapped the Lybian desert 
shortly before 1914 when at the 
outbreak of war he became a Na- 
val aviation officer, was shot down 
and wounded, then transfered to 
the Turkish Army from whigh he 
retired at the end of the war with 
the rank of Major.

“Go ahead and put your women 
in the Army. They’re proving jolly 
efficient up here.” 

Canada’s Army began to take 
in women eight months ago. There 
now are 2500 to 3000 in the Army, 
and another 3000 in the Air Force 
—the firat time in Canada’s his- 
tory. ’ 

The women are mustering in so 
fast that no one is quite sure of 

‘the number. It started here in 
Victoria, the country’s western- 
most city. 

At first, Canadian women, when 


they joined the Army, could reg- 


ister preference for duty at home 
or overseas, But now they sign on 
“for the duration, and a year 
after,” and “for anywhere they'll 
be needed.” 

Most of them wanted overseas 
duty anyway, and the first will be 
going overseas with their units 
early this summer,

His beginning salary as assistant 
in pathology was $1200 annually.

Dr. Fell had been interviewed in 
New York during the summer of 
1940 by Dean John W. Spies of 
the medical school, himself a 
storm center. at the school for 
nearly two years, and his employ- 
ment had been recommended by 
the dean to the board of regents 
and President Rainey. : 


To Dean Spies, the applicant had 
represented himself to be Dr. Da- 
vid Walton Fell, whose profession- 
al record appears in the British 
Medical Register but who, it now 
appears, may have perished in the 
Spanish Civil War.

than the ears of certain officials 
and regents. And against it all in 
deep counterpoint came the rau- 
cous, strident guffaw of a State, 
if not a nation. 

Old Man Texas nearly bent dou- 
ble laughing, and half admired 
the superb effrontery, glibness and 
brass-bound crust of the New York 
slicker who had pulled a fast one, 


But if Galvestonians had feasted 
their eyes for the last time on the 
distinguished Dr. Fell, they by no 
means had seen the last of 
Charles Peter Wisotsky, or Charles 
Peter West, the name, it later de- 
veloped, Wisotsky legally had 
adopted. They were to see him in 
a strange new role, humble and 
contrite, but no less unbelievable; 
amazingly sophisticated, but with- 
al rarely waive; insouciant, but 
with a strange and apparently sin- 
cere desires to cast no further re- 
flection on the institution he had 
hoaxed. 

President MRainey’s revelation 
that an imposter, a man without a 
medical degree, had been allowed 
to teach for 15 months at the State 
medical college brought renewed 
pressure for another investigation 
of the whole school. and esvecially 
of the administration of Dean 
Spies, the man who had recom- 
mended Fell. 

The investigation broucht to 
light the full scope of West’s mas- 
querade. What highlights it 
lacked were later supplied in a 
Houston courtroom, where West 
stood trial on two grave Federal 
charges; was there to throw him- 
self on the mercy of the court and 
plead, in explanation ifenot in ex- 
tenuation, that his unquenchable 
boyhood desire to become a doctor 
had led him to the deception. 

West.had made two Serious mis- 
takes: He had registered for the 
draft under the name of David 
Walton Fell, and had written pre- 
scriptions for narcotics when not 
actually possessing a valid license 
or a degree in medicine. Federal 
Bureau of Investigation agents 
were more than interested. They 

ed almost before the whistle 
of West's train was lost around 
the bend. They remained to see 
two indictments returned by Fed- 
eral grand juries. 

West was arrested in New York, 
was brought back to Galveston, 
then transferred to Houston for 
trial before Federal Judge James 
V. Allred, .former Governor of 
Texas, 

Then transpired one of the most 
unusual, if not astounding, court 
hearings in Texas records—a trial 
stutided with the names of the 
great and the near-great with whom 


West had had, or claimed to have 
had contact. J. Edgar Hoover's 
name entered the record, but not 
as the head of the arresting agency. 

West read into the transcript of 
testimony. a letter in German pro- 
fessed to have been written by 
Albert Einstein, the celebrated sci- 
enist, recommending West for a 
position. No evidence was offered 
to refute its authenticity. 

At the outset of the trial, West 
sought to plead nolle contendre, 
which, in effect, would: mean that 
the defendant would offer no evi- 
dence to refute the charges and 
would place himself at the mercy 
of the Court. 

Judge Allred said he would con- 
sider the plea after he had heard 
the case, 


West’s Court-appointed attorney 


and the prosecution then offered a 
stipulation agreeing that Charles 
Peter Wisotsky was born Aug. 28, 
1916, in New York City, and that 
he was not a physician, nor licensed 
to practice medicine, 

The reason for West’s masque- 
rade he already had revealed, and 
he reiterated it at every oppor- 
tunity during his trial—his lifelong 
yearning to become a man of med- 
icine, to ‘finger the scalpel, wear 
the scientist’s white robes and diag- 
nose ailments and effect their cure. 
He believed himself born to be a 
surgeon, he told the Court. The 
story of his career, as he bared it, 
convinced most spectators that he 
had been born to be some kind of 
a cutup, with or without benefit of 
medical training. 

West said his parents were Rus- 
sian immigrants; he had been 
brought up in typical Hell’s Kitch- 
en fashion; had sold papers and 
blacked shoes on the streets as a 
boy. Apparently he had been a 
better-than-average student in the 
New York public schools, At 17 
he had entered the College of the 
City of New York and was gradu- 
ated four years later with a bach- 
elor of science degree, despite sev- 
eral breaks in attendance, 

The biggest thing he acquired at 
college, he intimated, was a burn- 
ing ambition to get both a medi- 
cal and philosophical degree with- 
in the next six years. 

x * * 
T the trial’s conclusion, Judge 
A Allred found West guilty on both 
e draft and narcotic law vio- 
lation charges and sentenced him 
to a five-year term in the peniten- 
tiary. He then suspended sentence, 
when West expressed a plea to be 
allowed to enter the Army, and di- 
rected the defendant to report im- 
mediately for induction to his draft 
board 


This West did, but the draft 
board had ideas of its own. It re- 
jected the erstwhile assistant pro- 
fessor in physiology as a “psycho- 
pathic personality” who was under 
two felony convictions. 

Judge Allred then ordered West 
placed under supervision of a Fed- 
eral probation officer, and there 
he remains. 

“You've offered your services to 
the Army, and that’s all you can 
do,” the Judge commented. “But 


I believe you'll get in the Army 


yet.” 

Texans are inclined to agree with 
their former Governor, pointing 
out that getting in has proved to 
be about the easiest thing West has 
done. Staying in, they add, has 
been another matter,

He's Still Charles Laughton 

HATEVER the style of first American appearance, however 

assured it might be that Gabin will have a career in Hollywood, 

it would be impossible, looking around, not to wonder what 
shape that career will take. No Gabins, perhaps, but an LHisenstein 
on the one side and innumerable glamour girls on the other have only 
passed through. And Hollywood has put some strange kinks in other 
screen personalities from abroad, even while it added to them many 
pieces of eight. 

On the same bill with him is one whose career has taken many 
forms but whose style has never changed. Whether as the Henry VIII 
of 1933 or the maker of small effort and large, unlikely wagers that 
he is in “The Tuttles of Tahiti,” Charles Laughton is still Charles 
Laughton. And, strangely enough, it works. The tilted head, be- 
seeching eyes and loose-cheeked, half-tremulous grin that made him 
particularly terrifying in “Jamaica Inn” serve as well to make Tuttle 
engaging if unwashed. 

Heddy Lamarr, Viennese, starred as Dolores Engracia Ramirez 
in “Tortilla Flat,” which is in its second week at Loew’s, is one who

Probably 
it’s not all the fault of the stars from abroad; sometimes they’re 
brought in for looks and only by persistence and initiative can they 
get a chance to show the fans anything else but looks. Even where 
that isn’t quite true, they face an ordeal of regrooming, not at all only 
in looks, that makes it slight wonder if they meet their first Amrican 
audiences with some signs of inner paralysis, 

If the lady from Vienna ever showed them—and some critics held 
she did—they seem quite vanished now. The Sweets Ramirez she 
does for the screen is not, inevitably, the lean-facd paisana of John 
Steinbeck’s story, but she is alive. Director Victor Fleming has given 
her spots that would be pretty flat without finesse, such as her tiny, 
self-forgetful, utterly natural scream when Danny, whom she’s just 
given the air, gets hurt. It must have required retakes to get it 
right. But it is right. 


And Between Battles 
The Russians Sing 

F HOLLYWOOD picks up a star here and there from the foreign 

capitals, then it’s nice to think that the Leningrad studios may 

have picked up a trick or two from Hollywood for their “Musical 
Story,” which began a five-day run yesterday at the Art Theater. It 
would be only fair. 

This “Musical Story” would — been thoroughly at home in 
Hollywood, but equally so in London or Paris or, it’s evident, in 
Leningrad. It’s brightened with sort of haphazard, roughneck humor 
that is particularly American—though it seldom reaches the screen 
in the same casual mannér—but also, we are beginning to learn, may 
be typically Russian, or typical of any country big enough to have 
both factory-workers and cowhands or their equivalent. 

It’s about a cab-driver who sings his way from the garage to 
the opera stage. Zoya Fyodorova doesn’t sing a note. She’s only the 
starter at the garage, who either lets the phone ring when he’s 
about or tells the callers, “We have no cars.” But all the. others sing, 
and especially the taxi driver, Sergei Lemeshev, who has a voice 
completely out of the class of any we're used to hearing in such roles. 
It really smooths out, too, as the story takes him from the garage to 
the conservatory and then the professional stage.-

Zoya) make it very pleasant indeed. And no wonder Lemeshev can‘ 
sing.

How to Get to the 
Summer Theater From 
Various Points ig 
Greater St. Loui 


UNICIPAL OPERA will be seen this summer 

by many newcomers to St. Louis who are un- 

familiar with the local transportation system 
and Forest Park's geography, and by many former 
patrons who because of change of residence, change 
of economic condition or tire rationing will be going to 
and from the outdoor municipal theater in other than 
their accustomed way. This map and the explanatio: 
which follows are intended to supply information on 
Muny Opera transportation. 

Except for the relatively few persons who walk to 
the municipal theater, there are two classifications of 
Municipal Opera traffic entering Forest Park. One is 
the Public Service Company busses; the other is com- 
posed of private automobiles, taxicabs and chartered 
vehicles. ‘Taxicabs and a few hundred private ve- 
hicles use the small parking lot northeast of the theater; 
there is a large parking lot on the high ground just 
behind—that is, southeast—-of the amphitheater. Many 
automobiles are parked along the drives outside the 
rastricted area in the immediate vicinity of the theater. 

Cars entering the park at any of the main entrances 
will proceed along drives on which the way to the 
theater is marked both by arrows on the pavement and 
signs along the road. The red arrows on the map show 
the paths to the opera from most of these entrances. 
For examples, a motorist turning into the park from 
the east of Clayton drive may follow Jefferson 
drive into Union drive if he wishes to use the upper 
parking lot, or turn off Jefferson into Theater drive if 
he wishes to stop near the main entrance. Roads near 
the theater will have one-way traffic while operc- 
goers are arriving and departing, and the gection of 
McKinley drive in front of the theater will be reserved 
as. usual for Public Service Company busses. 

Opera patrons who use Public Service Company 
transportation will find on six lines special busses—- 
labeled “Municipal Opera”—which will carry them 
directly to the theater. Transfers and passes are good 
on these busses, and during the period of heaviest 
opera traffic they will run. from four to six minutes 
apart. The routes and starting times of this special bus 
service: ‘Carondelet line-—first bus leaves Holly Hills 
avenue and Grand boulevard at 6:50 p. m., goes over 
Grand, Chippewa and Kingshighway, entering Forest 
Park at Clayton road; De Baliviere—over De Baliviere 
from De Baliviere and Delmar, beginning at 7:12; Eads 
Bridge—beginning at 7:10, from Third and Washington. 
over Washington, Fourteenth, Locust and Lindell, enter- 
ing park at Union; Goodfellow-—beginning at 6:43, from 
Florissant and Goodfellow, over Goodfellow, Delmar 
and De Baliviere; North Kingshighway—beginning at 
7:17, from Florissant and Kingshighway, over. Kingshigh- 
way, LindelF and Union, entering the park at Union: 
South Kingshighway—starting at 7:52, from Hampton 
and Gravois , over Gravois and Kingshighway, entering 
park at Clayton road. The starting times are from 20 
to 30 minutes later than they were last year because 
curtain time at the opera has been moved back from 
8:15 to 8:45.
